The Revenue Statement shows a Burplus for the year’s work amounting to $3,453.40, after providing for the annual Depre¬ 
ion allowance on all the Town property assets except the Town Hall building. 

The Revenue Statement shows a surplus because only the actual operating expenses are taken into consideration, (any 
ital expenditure being treated as an asset) and also because the actual Tax levy is treated as Revenue, although the total of tht 
1 levy was not collected in full. The uncollected portion appears in the Balance Sheet as an asset. 

The Water and Light Committee excises have been heavy, due to the Town having to prepare its case for hearing by the 
nd of Public Utility Commissioners.
